Drivers on Kansas

One suspect, Ryan 
Nidert, 20, had an outstand- 
ing warrant for failure to ap- 
pear and was allegedly found 
with marijuana. Niedert was 
also charged with burglary, 
furnishing alcohol to minors 
and purchase or consumption 
of alcohol by a minor. He was 
held on $8,000 bond. 

Kassandra Nichols, 18, 
was arrested and charged 
with contributing to child 
misconduct, theft and pur- 
chase or consumption of al- 
cohol by a minor. She was 
confined on $3,000 bond. 

Shawn Vargo, 18, was 
arrested and charged with 
furnishing alcohol to minors, 
contributing to child mis- 
conduct, theft, obstructing 
the legal process, possession 
of marijuana and purchase 
or consumption of alcohol 
by a minor.

Manhattan airport adds commercial service to Texas

Manhattan frequent flyers 
will no longer have to make a two- 
hour trip to Kansas City to board a 
commercial plane to Texas. 

American Eagle Airlines, the 
American Airlines' regional affili- 
ate, announced its decision Mon- 
day to offer non-stop service from 
Manhattan Regional Airport to 
Dallas Fort Worth International 
Airport, starting Aug. 25. 



The proposed schedule pro- 
vides two roundtrip flights daily. 
This will give Manhattan access to 
the third-busiest hub in the world, 
which provides about 1,900 flights 
to 135 domestic and 38 interna- 
tional destinations worldwide. 

Airport Director Peter Van 
Kuren said he could think of only 
positive outcomes to the partner- 
ship for K-State. He said more 
than 6,000 K- State alumni live in 
the Dallas area and would bene- 
fit from having the direct flight to 



university sporting events. He said 
the service could positively influ- 
ence students' decisions to enroll 
at K-State. 

Dallas resident Rymonda Da- 
vis, freshman in pre-journalism, 
said the direct route is a blessing. 

"I usually fly with American 
Airlines anyway, so it would be 
something I would take advantage 
of," she said. "I don't have a car 
here this year, so that would defi- 
nitely be more convenient for me." 

Van Kuren said Chicago 



could be added as a destination in 
the future if the new services are 
used frequently by the community. 
He said the analysis will likely be 
made after one year. 

The success of the partnership 
is dependent upon local support, 
said Dale Morris, managing di- 
rector of governmental affairs and 
community relations for American 
Airlines. 

"This is an exciting commu-

BSU wins top Big 1 2 honor for 3rd time in 4 years

Carmen Ellis sat nervously in a crowd 
of more than 1,000 people. Butterflies 
swirled in her stomach as she clutched 
her friend's hand amidst the packed room 
in Lawrence. The culmination of a year's 
worth of hard work all came down to this 
moment. 

And then she heard it - an announcer 



booming, "Kansas State University" - and 
with that, she and 20 other K-State Black 
Student Union members felt a wave of ex- 
citement and relief as the K-State BSU was 
named the Most Outstanding Black Stu- 
dent Government among all Big 12 schools 
for the third time in four years. 

Ellis, senior in elementary education 
and K-State BSU president, represented 
K-State along with her fellow BSU members 
at the 32nd annual Big 12 Conference on 



Black Student Government last month. 

The conference is a time for black stu- 
dent governments from across the Big 12 to 
come together to improve and honor those 
organizations that strive to promote lead- 
ership and fellowship among multicultural- 
ism on campus, she said. 

This year, the conference took place at 
the University of Kansas, and the K-State

K-State scuttles kiosk plans after Mercury article sparks controversy

K-State has officially put 
a stop to the K-State Student 
Union Information Kiosk proj- 
ect, which was to be located on 
Anderson Avenue between 17th 
Street and Mid-Campus Drive. 

THE ISSUE 

Bernard Pitts, assistant vice 
president and executive director 
of the Union, said K-State has 
stopped the project as a result of 
an editorial that ran March 15 in 
the Manhattan Mercury. The ar- 
ticle addressed the issue of safe- 
ty and called the kiosk's loca- 
tion "bad" because of traffic con- 
cerns. 

"I can understand, after the 
Mercury editorial was published, 
the decision the university made," 
Pitts said. "The university is a re- 



sponsible member of the commu- 
nity and wishes to continue to 
support the community and rec- 
ognize its regulations. The de- 
partments involved with the An- 
derson Avenue project will meet 
to discuss what are other efficient 
means of providing our commu- 
nity information about our ser- 
vices." 

However, Pitts said some 
of the information published in 
the Mercury was misleading and 
needed to be clarified. 

He said the projected ki- 
osk would not run videos on the 
screen - though it has the capa- 
bility to do so - would not be at 
eye level and would not be used 
to run commercial advertise- 
ments. 

Pitts said the kiosk would 
be used only to promote K-State

SPRING CLEANING 
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Local shoppers have 
options to clean green

Springtime means spring 
cleaning. Like many people, I 
am interested in "going green," 
but there are so many clean- 
ing products available, it can 
make choosing the right ones 
challenging. There is also some 
talk about how safe they really 
are for the environment and for 
consumers, so I decided to go 
on a quest to clean up the mys- 
tery of the "green clean." 

How do I know a green 
product is as safe as the label 
claims? It's important to read 
labels thoroughly. Two keys are 
wording and Ecolabels. 

Wording can be tricky; 
"all-natural" does not necessar- 
ily mean a product is safe. For 
example, d-limonene is derived 
from orange peels, but it re- 
acts with ozone to create form- 
aldehyde. Ecolabels are seals 
of approval by third parties, 
like GreenSeal, and the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agen- 
cy (EPA). If there are no Ecola- 
bels, it means no outside agen- 
cy has approved of the claims. 
If you don't see an Ecolabel, 
read the ingredients carefully. 

Antibacterials and disin- 
fectants are all the rage, but you 
don't need harsh chemicals to 
clean. 

"These chemicals make 
cleaning easier, but they don't 
make cleaning any better," said 
Tom Natan, a chemical engi- 
neer with the nonprofit Nation- 
al Environmental Trust, in an 
interview with Live Science. 

NET found that a popu- 
lar disinfectant spray contained 
a chemical that, even in small 
amounts, damaged the repro- 
ductive systems of rats. Even 
some perfumes added to prod- 
ucts to make them smell better 
do more harm than good. 

One thing I was concerned 
about is price. 

While the costs of some 
green products are well above 
average, there are alternatives 



for people who are on a bud- 
get. One of the cheapest alter- 
natives I found was also one of 
the most effective at cleaning: 
vinegar and baking soda. Vine- 
gar kills 99 percent of bacteria 
but is safe for people and pets. 
It can be used to clean most 
surfaces, including glass, and at 
less than $2 a quart on average, 
it's a steal. 

I visited three businesses 
in Manhattan on my quest, and 
here's what I found: 

PEOPLE'S GROCERY, 
523 S.17TH ST.: 

There was a good selec- 
tion of products here, including 
everyday cleaners, dish soap 
and laundry detergent. Some 
of their products promised to 
be 100-percent biodegradable, 
which is good, but others were 
not as promising. I found a few 
with "natural ingredients" that 
contained dubious substances, 
like d-limonene and ethanol. 
Also beware of "coconut de- 
rived surfactants" - that's a de- 
tergent. 

MANHATTAN AQUARIUM 
COMPANY, 

514 PILLSBURY DRIVE: 

The selection is limited but 
decently priced and the staff 
are very helpful and knowl- 
edgeable. The store's big sell- 
er, Nature's Miracle, is a clean- 
er/stain remover made of en- 
zymes that are guaranteed to 
be safe for animals and peo- 
ple. Even the ones containing 
orange used orange extract in- 
stead of d-limonene. Even if 
you don't have pets or children, 
it's worth looking at. The store 
also specializes in organic pet 
food, treats, safe flea and tick 
medications and shampoos. 
WAL-MART, 
101 BLUEMONTAVE.: 

The chain has a bigger se- 
lection that includes everyday 
cleaners, detergents and dish 
liquid, but I had doubts about 
some products. Many popular 
products, like Scrubbing Bub- 
bles, Clorox, Dawn and Pur- 
ex, were elusive about how safe 
they were. I spent the better 
part of an hour reading labels, 
and I discovered that many of 
the brands' labels did not even 
list ingredients.

Something that always fascinates me is 
the rush to find the right items to keep my 
closet, at the very least, somewhat present- 
able. Perhaps the greatest challenge I have - 
and I would imagine I'm not alone in this - 
is the struggle to keep my closet organized. 
With that in mind and spring cleaning right 
around the corner, I've compiled a list of 
items that might help. 

Something I find essential to closet or- 
ganization is the use and look of hangers. 

Hangers can come in a variety of styles 
and can be found at almost any major re- 
tail store. For some people, like students in 
ROTC, thick, black plastic hangers are use- 
ful. These usually can handle the weight of 
heavier clothes, such as military-style uni- 
forms. For others, basic plastic white hang- 
ers can handle most closet needs. Hanging 
clothes is a better alternative in many cases 
to folding, which can cause them to wrin- 
kle. 

Perhaps the next most important thing 
to the organization of a closet is the shoe 
rack. 

For men and women alike, the organi- 
zation of shoes is very helpful. This is main- 
ly because various occasions call for a spe- 
cific set of shoes depending on the event, so 
if the shoes can be kept organized, life can 
be much easier. This fact makes a shoe rack 
a very practical investment. 

Another very useful item for orga- 
nizing a closet is a hanging orga- 
nizer. 

These organizers are very 
useful if a person wants a clean 
and self-organized closet. The 
organizers often feature multi- 
ple shelves, as well as spots to 
hang clothes. Sometimes, they 
even include tie hooks. Orga- 
nizers usually require some as- 
sembly by the purchaser, but 
once built, can allow for a neat 
and tidy closet.

A good space- 
saver with this can be a collapsible ham- 
per, which can be easily folded to rise about 
an inch high and easily stored when not in 
use.

Pet abandonment crisis worsens with economy

Years ago, a dog appeared on the 
doorstep of my parents' house in the 
country. Barely more than a pup, he 
looked like he had been wandering for 
a couple of days before finding us. We 
soon discovered he had a story to tell 
about his previous life: He had been 
neutered, had a surgery scar on his 
stomach, knew several commands like 
"sit," and had never seen a cat. He kept 
trying to come inside our house and 
was afraid of being left outside alone. 
He was, and still is, afraid of rolled-up 
newspapers, though we have never used 
one on him. 

My parents put advertisements 
in both the Manhattan Mercury and 
Wamego's Smoke Signal newspaper and 



called all the neighbors and local shel- 
ters. Nobody ever claimed him, but we 
weren't surprised. It wasn't the first time 
this had happened, and it was May - 
moving time for students. 

This is a sadly common story that is 
becoming worse because of the econom- 
ic crisis. There are instances from all 
over the U.S., and even the United King- 
dom, about increasing pet abandonment 
cases and plummeting adoption rates. 
Animal shelters in the Kansas City area 
are seeing increases in the number of 
pets brought in as the numbers of fore- 
closures increase. 

"We are seeing an increase in the 
costs for caring for the animals in our 
care," said Tricia Elliott, president of the 
Riley County Humane Society. 

The Humane Society does not 
euthanize animals, but it has limited 
space. People balk at the prospect of 
taking their household pet to a shelter 
that might eventually euthanize it, and 
with good reason: The American Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals reports that 60 percent of dogs and 
70 percent of cats in shelters are eutha- 
nized because people are unable to find 
homes for them. But dumping pets in 
the wild is a cruel death sentence since 



many domestic animals have no outdoor 
survival skills. 

Mike Bonella, owner of Manhattan 
Aquarium Company, works with the Ri- 
ley County Humane Society to help find 
homes for animals. He has sponsored 
adoption fairs but rarely comes back 
with fewer animals than he left with. 

If you are planning on getting a 
pet, please make sure you can afford 
one. 

Check your local shelter, even for 
purebreds - one in four dogs in a shelter 
is purebred. Consider becoming a "foster 
parent." It's a great way to see what it's 
like to have a pet on a trial basis, so you 
can decide if you are ready.

Whether you want to focus 
on your "swimsuit body" or simply strengthen your 
core, this third installment of "Let's Get Phys 
ical" will focus on your abdominal and 
back muscles. 





J Abdominal exercises 



Many people make the mistake 
of crunching away in pursuit of six-pack 
abs and forget to exercise their counterpart - the 
back muscles. These muscle groups should always 
be strengthened together to prevent injury due to 
muscle imbalance, to protect your spine, and 
to develop a strong core. 

These three exercises can 
be done almost anywhere and with 
little to no equipment. When doing these 
movements, make sure to keep your abs tight and 
remember to breathe. Paired with an adequate aer- 
obic regimen, the exercises can give you a toned, 
attractive midsection perfect for those 
summer months. 




Begin by lying flat on your back with knees bent and feet flat on the ground. 
Do one full sit-up, then lower halfway down to where you can feel your abs 
engaged. Keeping your feet on the ground and your neck and back straight, twist 
from side to side. Do 1 reps (one rep is twisting right and left). Lower yourself to 
the ground and repeat three times. For a more advanced version, hold a medicine 
ball while doing this movement. Make sure to keep it close to your torso as you 
twist. 



Begin by lying on your stomach, with your arms above your head and 
your feet stretched out behind you. Raise your right hand and left leg to- 
gether, then lower them to the ground and raise your left hand and right leg. 
Do this 10 times slowly, then 10 times quickly. Repeat three times. This can 
be modified by using wrist or ankle weights to increase resistance. 




This exercise will strengthen your abs and back, as well as 
your arms and glutes. Begin by lying on your stomach. Tuck 
your toes under, and place your forearms on the ground, so 
you are supporting yourself on your elbows. Lifting your hips 
off the ground, tighten your abs, back, arms, legs and gluteus 
muscles and hold for one minute. Do not arch your back or 
let your hips sag to the ground; your back should be in a 
perfectly straight line. After one minute, lower your knees to 
the ground and relax your abs and back. Repeat three times.

Film raises awareness of child soldiers in Uganda

Disturbing images flashed 
across the screen in rapid succes- 
sion: little boys wielding AK-47's; 
mutilated children lying in the 
grass; terrified villagers running 
for their lives. This is not a horror 
movie. This is real. This is footage 
of Uganda's civil war. 

More than 200 K-State stu- 
dents watched a screening of Invis- 
ible Children's film, "The Rescue" 
on Monday in the K-State Stu- 
dent Union Little Theatre. Invis- 
ible Children is a nonprofit orga- 
nization that seeks to raise aware- 
ness and bring justice to victims of 
the war in northern Uganda. 

"We live in the richest coun- 
try in the world; the world around 
us is full of destitution and com- 
plete poverty and need," said Erin 
White, sophomore in secondary 
education and vice president of 
The Coalition, a new social justice 
group on campus. "We have been 
blessed with resources and tal- 
ents and abilities, and we need to 
use those to help people, especial- 
ly children who have been ripped 
from their homes." 

The Lord's Resistance Army, 
led by Joseph Kony, has forced 



more than 8,000 children out of 
their homes and into the front 
lines of Uganda's civil war. The 
23-year-long war has been called 
"the most neglected humanitarian 
emergency in the world today," ac- 
cording to the Invisible Children 
Web site. 

"Like the film said, [Uganda] 
has no oil, no resources, no dia- 
monds, nothing to cry out, noth- 
ing to offer to other countries," 
said Andre Chunaco, roadie in- 
tern for Invisible Children, at the 
screening. "They are neglected, 
looked over, unnoticed. And that's 
just kind of another Rwanda - the 
fact that they have nothing, so no 
country will help them, so there is 
a genocide in the country." 

Chunaco admitted he was not 
always so passionate about global 
issues. 

"I grew up [in Korea] for six 
years, and then here in the States, 
I was definitely inducted into the 
American lifestyle," Chunaco said. 
"After the culture shock, and there 
came a point where I had to come 
to grips with my ignorance and my 
lack of global awareness, and In- 
visible Children really called out to 
me." 

Molly McGuire, sophomore 
in political science, said watching 



the film was emotionally difficult 
for her and her friends. 

"Sometimes we get so caught 
up on campus with events go- 
ing on, just within the United 
States, that we forget that there 
are so many atrocities going on all 
around the world," McGuire said. 
"It's something that we definite- 
ly want to become more knowl- 
edgeable about, and then hopeful- 
ly take action. Listen to your heart 



- it will tell you where you need to 
go and what you should do." 

The Coalition is not officially 
a K-State student organization yet 
because it does not have a faculty 
adviser, White said. However, the 
group is seeking participants for an 
Invisible Children event, "The Res- 
cue," on April 25 in Wichita and 
Kansas City, Mo. For more infor- 
mation, visit www.invisiblechil- 
dren.com.

But I held firm to my belief 
that - having read Scott's cop- 
ies of Backpacker Magazine ev- 
ery time I took a seat in the past 
seven months - we would be 
just fine.

ALBUQUERQUE, 
N.M. - Despite beating 
Vanderbilt for most of the 
first half and heading into 
halftime with a 38-37 lead, 
K- State was unable to over- 
come a second-half surge 
by the Commodores, as the 
Wildcats' season ended with 
a 74-61 loss Monday eve- 
ning in the second round of 
the NCAA Tournament in 
The Pit at the University of 
New Mexico in Albuquer- 
que. 

The fourth-seeded 
Commodores' speed and 
physicality proved to be 
vital in their victory over 
the fifth-seeded Wildcats as 
they were able to drive past 
K- State and put themselves 
at the free-throw line where 
they made the most of their 
opportunities. 

"There were just numer- 
ous possessions where ob- 
viously they were comfort- 
able spreading the floor and 
taking us to the rim one on 
one," said head coach Deb 
Patterson. "That's where 
their strength and quickness 
was a huge factor. To me of- 
fensively, that was the differ- 
ence in the game. 

"It was their ability to 
break us down and go one 
on one off the dribble, and 
shoot at a high percentage 
for layups." 

Vanderbilt's speed was 
evident, as K-State was 
forced into fouling the Com- 
modores several times, send- 
ing them to the free-throw 
line 20 times. Vanderbilt 
made the most of those op- 
portunities, shooting 75 per- 
cent from the line. 

The Wildcats had no an- 
swer for the Commodores, 
led by senior forward Chris- 
tina Wirth and senior guard 
Jennifer Risper. Combined, 
the pair scored 51 points. 

Meanwhile, K-State 
only visited the foul line four 
times throughout the game. 

The Wildcats countered 
their opponent's quickness 
with good outside shooting. 

However, Vanderbilt 



clearly gained momentum 
midway through the second 
half when K-State went 0-5 
shooting from behind the 
3-point line. 

An 11-0 run by the 
Commodores with 7:38 re- 
maining in the game, would 
prove to be too much for 
Patterson's team to over- 
come. 

"I think Vanderbilt got 
very aggressive offensive- 
ly and also began to domi- 
nate the extra possessions 
on the rebounds," Patterson 
said. "I think that was prob- 
ably the most significant as- 
pect of the stretch run of 
that game." 

During that run, junior 
forward Ashley Sweat and 
senior forward Marlies Gip- 
son received their fourth 
fouls of the game, causing 
Patterson to sit them on the 
bench. 

She was unable to keep 
them there for long, though, 
as her team was facing a 
double-digit deficit late in 
the game. Therefore, in a 
desperate attempt to catch 
the Commodores, she sent 
Gipson and Sweat back in 
the game with 6:07 remain- 
ing. 

As the Wildcats' hopes 
were fading with 2:47 re- 
maining, Gipson picked up 
her fifth foul and walked to 
the bench for the final time. 
She finished her last career 
game with 16 points. 

However, despite the 
loss, it was not difficult for 
senior point guard Shalee 
Lehning to look past the fi- 
nal game of her prolific ca- 
reer. She sounded humbled 
as she put her previous four 
years into perspective. 

"In the immediate, the 
loss is disappointing," Lehn- 
ing said. "But we can't help 
but be proud of our team 
and the accomplishments 
that we have made together. 

"I think we have sur- 
passed a lot of expectations 
and we have accomplished 
things together that nobody 
ever thought was possible. 
It's just been great. It's been 
the best four years of my 
life." 



Cats look to hold off struggling Northwestern team

The K-State baseball team will look to re- 
bound from its first two-game losing streak of 
the season as it plays the Northwestern Wild- 
cats tonight at Tointon Family Stadium. 

The Cats will finish up an 11 -game home- 
stand with a two-game series against North- 
western (4-14), who will look to halt a five- 
game skid. 

K-State (18-5, 1-2 Big 12 Conference) won 
the first seven games of its current homestand, 
including its Big 12 opener Friday against 
Oklahoma. However, the Sooners came back 
to slug out 41 runs in two games over the week- 
end and take two out of three from the Cats. 

K-State has been led at the plate recently 
by a couple of middle infielders. Senior short- 
stop Drew Biery has been on a tear as of late 
and now leads the team in batting average hit- 
ting at a .426 clip. That mark is also good for 
the lead in the Big 12 for hitters with over 15 
at-bats. 

Sophomore second baseman Carter Jurica 
swung a hot stick recently to raise his season 
average to .398. Jurica ranks in the top 10 in 
average, top 5 in runs scored and top 5 in sto- 
len bases in the Big 12. 

Jason King has also been a strong pres- 
ence at the plate this season, driving in 32 runs 
which is good for fourth in the Big 12. Junior 
first baseman Justin Bloxom continued his 
steady ways with a .407 batting average and 
ranks fifth in the Big 12 in total bases with 58. 

K-State showed its ability on the base 
paths all season with a Big 12-leading 67 sto- 
len bases as a team. 

Senior outfielder Dane Yelovich and Juri- 
ca both rank in the top five with 13 and 10 
thefts, respectively, on the year. 

On the mound, it has been a wild ride for

the K-State staff since the group has seen ev- 
erything from dominating complete-game shut- 
outs to first-inning-blowout meltdowns. 

Despite some inconsistency, the Wild- 
cats do rank fourth as a team in the Big 12 in 
ERA. 

However, there has been one constant 
on the season - junior ace A.J. Morris. Mor- 
ris has been flawless this season and has argu- 
ably been the best starting pitcher in the entire 
nation. His record stands at a perfect 6-0, in- 
cluding two wins against Top- 15 teams Arizo- 
na State and Oklahoma. 

Morris also leads Big 12 starters in ERA 
with a dainty 0.48 mark. He struck out 39 hit- 
ters in 37 innings pitched, which ranks him 
fourth in the Big 12. 

A couple of freshmen pitchers have also 



been pleasant surprises for the Wildcat staff. 

Kayvon Bahramzadeh stepped in the ro- 
tation for the Wildcats and threw a complete 
game shutout earlier this season. Meanwhile, 
James Allen assumed the closer duties with 
great success, compiling a 1-0 record, 1.74 
ERA and three saves in nine appearances on 
the season. 

The Big 12 is loaded with potent offens- 
es and with conference play making up the 
majority of the Cats remaining schedule, it 
will be key for K-State's pitching staff to find 
its rhythm and maintain consistency from the 
starters and the bullpen. 

First pitch against Northwestern is sched- 
uled for 6:30 p.m. The game will be the first 
Quarter Hot Dog Night of the season at Toin- 
ton Family Stadium. 



Big 12 not 
as weak 
as many 
think

Before the weekend 
started, many analysts said 
the Big 12 Conference was 
the weakest of the six pow- 
er conferences - including 
the Big 10, Big East, Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference, Pac- 
10 and Southeastern Confer- 
ence - in the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

But after the first and 
second rounds of play, the 
Big 12 has proven these ana- 
lysts wrong. 

The Big 12 got six of its 
teams into the "Big Dance," 
and all six won their first- 
round games. In the second 
round, the top three teams 
in the conference - Kansas, 
Missouri and Oklahoma - 
all advanced to the Sweet 16. 

The other Big 12 teams 
lost hard-fought games. 
Oklahoma State only lost 
by eight to No. 1 seed Pitts- 
burgh, and Texas lost 74-69 
to Duke. 

Texas A&M was com- 
pletely overmatched against 
No. 1 seed Connecticut and 
lost by 26 points, but at least 
the team made it to the sec- 
ond round. 

Some of the other pow- 
er conferences were not so 
successful. 

The ACC had seven of 
its 12 teams receive bids into 
the tournament, but only 
Duke and North Carolina re- 
main. Of the five teams that 
have already lost, only Mary- 
land made it to the second 
round. 

The Big East Conference 
came into the tournament 
as the strongest conference, 
and that held true through- 
out last weekend. They had 
three of the four No. 1 seeds, 
Pittsburgh, Louisville and 
Connecticut. And of the two 
teams that lost, West Virgin- 
ia and Marquette, only Bob 
Huggins' Mountaineers lost 
in the first round. 

The supposed oth- 
er power conference head- 
ing into the tournament was 
the Big 10. That conference 
got seven of its 1 1 teams into 
the tournament. Only two 
teams remain and three of 
the teams that got bounced 
last weekend lost in the first 
round. 

There was one other 
conference that got six teams 
into the tournament and that 
was the Pac-10. Only Ari- 
zona remains standing, and 
the team probably shouldn't 
have even been allowed in 
the tournament. 

The weakest by far of 
all the conferences was the 
SEC, which only got three 
teams into the tournament. 
Tennessee, LSU and Missis- 
sippi State's stays didn't last 
very long, and all three teams 
were home by Saturday. 

The fact that the top 
three teams in the Big 12 
survived the first weekend 
of the NCAA Tournament 
proves that the conference 
was stronger than most peo- 
ple thought. 

Also, K-State made it 
to the second round of the 
NIT before losing to the No. 
1 seed San Diego State Az- 
tecs, and Baylor has made it 
to the Final Four of the NIT. 

The Big 12 has exceeded 
everyone's postseason expec- 
tations and respect should 
be given where it has been 
earned.

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2 students travel to national agricultural conference

K-State was well represented at a recent 
national agricultural forum. Dalton Henry, 
senior in agricultural economics and agri- 
cultural communications, and James Mill- 
sap, senior in agricultural business, were 
among 18 students selected from across the 
country to attend the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's 2009 Agricultural Outlook Fo- 
rum in Arlington, Va., in February. 

The pair each wrote a one-page essay 
on "Agriculture as a Career" and were se- 
lected from a nationwide pool of applicants 
to attend this year's forum in the student di- 
versity program. The competition was open 
to all junior and senior college students ma- 
joring in agriculture-related fields studying 
at land grant or Hispanic-serving institu- 
tions. 

The program was launched in 2007 by 
the USDA's Office of the Chief Economist 
and the Cooperative State Research, Educa- 
tion and Extension Service to help provide 
students with further insight into agricultur- 
al fields of employment. 

The 2009 forum, titled, "Global Agricul- 
ture and Rural America in Transition," saw 
more than 1,700 agricultural professionals 
from around the world in attendance. 

The two-and-a-half-day event gave 
Henry and Millsap the opportunity to sit in 
on numerous presentations on topics from 
"Agricultural Technology" to "Wind and 
Wilderness." Sitting in the front row for all 
the events, the students were offered special 
insight into the minds of leaders of the agri- 
cultural world. 

"I'm interested in international agricul- 
ture," Millsap said. "I would like to deal with 
international relations, like with the United 
Nations or World Trade Organization, or 
work for the USDA's foreign agriculture ser- 
vice." 

Among the world leaders in agriculture, 
Carole Jordan, director of Agriculture Mar- 
keting and Community Development in To- 



peka, gave a presentation on rural develop- 
ment and funding from a state perspective 
that particularly impressed Henry. 

"Living here, we are surrounded by the 
things Kansas does for rural economic de- 
velopment," Henry said. "But to see all the 
other states in the nation listening to and 
looking at what Kansas is doing was real- 
ly neat, because it was the one time where 
we were really kind of a leader. People were 
asking questions like what they could do 
differently or what could they do more like 
us. I didn't realize we were nationally recog- 



nized for the programs we are doing." 

Notable conference attendees were 
John Norris, chief of staff, US DA; Lawrence 
H. Summers, director of the National Eco- 
nomic Council and assistant to the presi- 
dent for economic policy; Tom Vilsack, U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture; and Joseph Glaub- 
er, chief economist for the US DA. 

"We're going to have to rebuild the in- 
frastructure - the basic infrastructure of 
rural America - starting with wastewater 
treatment facilities and working in concert 
with the Department of Transportation and 



Department of Commerce to rebuild roads 
and rail systems so we're able to transport 
crops, products, more quickly and less ex- 
pensively," Vilsack said during his keynote 
address. 

Henry said the experience gave the stu- 
dents a first-hand look at what the leading 
professionals of agriculture are doing in the 
real world of business and politics. 

"If [students] are really interested in 
economics, [the conference was] an abso- 
lute once-in-a-lifetime career-networking 
opportunity for a student," he said. 



Police to seize 
abandoned bikes

City commission to set property compensation

Compensation is scheduled to 
be set for the acquisition of proper- 
ties that stand in the way of a round- 
about project at the intersection of 
Bluemont Avenue and Fourth Street 
tonight during the city commission 
meeting at City Hall. Commission- 
ers are also scheduled to vote on an 
amendment to provide the National 
Bio and Agro-Defense Facility with 
early access to lab space. 

The roundabout has been de- 
signed and is ready for construction, 
but progress cannot be made until the 
city acquires at least some portion of 
each of the four properties affected by 
the project. One property, 402 Blue- 
mont Ave., has already been acquired. 



The city still needs 401 and 330 Blue- 
mont Ave. 

Assistant City Manager Jason 
Hilgers said "only a sliver" is needed 
from the fourth property, 325 Blue- 
mont. 

The Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration and the Kansas Department 
of Transportation contributed fund- 
ing to the roundabout, which includ- 
ed additional stipulations concerning 
the acquisition of the properties. 

The FHA searched for alterna- 
tives to acquiring and moving the 
potentially historic properties that 
would still allow construction of the 
roundabout, but none were found. 

Commissioners are also sched- 
uled to review an amendment to the 
city's agreement with the National 
Institute for Strategic Technology Ac- 



quisition and Commercialization. 

The NISTAC facility has 5,000 
square feet of space that NBAF could 
use as a laboratory, allowing research- 
ers there to start work in Manhattan. 

Outfitting the lab with the nec- 
essary equipment is estimated to cost 
$1.45 million. Agencies in the local 
Knowledge-Based Economic Devel- 
opment consortium are applying for 
a $1,025 million grant from the Kan- 
sas Bioscience Authority to help fund 
the project. 

City administration is prepared 
to match the request with $425,000 if 
the grant is awarded. 

The commission is scheduled to 
vote on the amendment tonight. 

The meeting will be broadcast 
live on local cable channels 3 at 7 
p.m.

events and programs to the 
general public, which he 
said is the responsibility of 
a land grant institution. Pitts 
also said he did not refuse 
to comment to the report- 
er at the Mercury, as the ar- 
ticle stated, but instead said 
he would speak to her after 
a story about the kiosk de- 
buted in the Collegian. 

Pitts also said funding 
for the kiosk, which would 
have come from the K-State 
Information Kiosk Consor- 



tium, has been returned to its 
members and all of the loans 
that would have been set in 
place have been returned. 
Members of the consortium, 
which is still conducting 
meetings, include the Union, 
the K-State Alumni Associ- 
ation, the Beach Museum 
of Art, McCain Auditorium, 
the KSU Foundation and 
the Office of Student Life. 

Pitts said Ebert and 
Mayo Design Group were 
asked to stop the comple- 
tion of the construction de- 
signs. 



THE CONFLICT 

The issue is a conflict of 
jurisdiction. 

According to the city of 
Manhattan's zoning regula- 
tions, the 4-by-10 foot dou- 
ble-sided LED screen - sim- 
ilar to the sign at Snyder 
Family Stadium - would not 
be up to code. The city does 
not allow for signs to be an- 
imated and intensely light- 
ed. However, K-State has 
the authority to construct 
the sign because of an an- 
nexation agreement with the 



City of Manhattan, in which 
the university is viewed as its 
own entity, not as a part of 
the city. 

"The university isn't sub- 
ject to city code," said Mark 
Taussig, associate director of 
planning for K-State. 

Taussig said he had in- 
formed city commission- 
ers about the plans to build 
the sign in a monthly meet- 
ing between the City and In- 
state. 

"They never once ex- 
pressed any disapproval of 
the sign," Taussig said. 



The sign had already 
been approved by K-State 
when Taussig presented the 
information to the city. 

Eric Cattell, assistant 
director for planning for 
the City of Manhattan, said 
the reasons city codes have 
not allowed signs to flash or 
move is for traffic safety and 
aesthetic appeal to reduce 
street clutter. 

"We are disappoint- 
ed that the kiosk is not go- 
ing forward as we thought it 
would be a great way to let 
the community know about 



what is happening at the 
Beach Museum of Art and 
what is happening on cam- 
pus," said Martha Scott, ad- 
ministrative officer of the 
Beach Museum, which 
planned to advertise on the 
kiosk. 

The consortium will be 
meeting soon to discuss fu- 
ture plans, Pitts said. 

"We still have the same 
objective of getting informa- 
tion out and it is my hope 
that the consortium will be 
able to identify other op- 
tions," Pitts said.

nity that is supportive and it has so 
much going on," Morris said. "We want 
every community to support their own 
airport, from your elected officials to 
businesses, students and military. We 
don't just want to fly airplanes out here, 
we want to be part of the community." 

A significant percentage of those 
who use the current services are mili- 
tary personnel, said Richard Jankovich, 
chair of the Manhattan Regional Air- 
port Advisory Board. He said that by 
providing larger, better aircraft, mili- 
tary personnel use of the airport would 
increase. 

Deb Miller, secretary of transpor- 
tation, said the benefits of the airport 
expansion reach beyond Manhattan 
and Junction City. 

"The changes that are going to 
happen here are going to matter to 
the whole state," she said, "and I think 
American Eagle made an excellent de- 
cision when they decided to come to 
this part of Kansas." 

The aircrafts used for the route will 
have 50 seats and are called Embraer 
jets. Morris said they are "a comfort- 
able ride." 

Ticket prices for flights to Dal- 
las have not yet been determined, but 
Morris said a sophisticated model will 
be used to calculate a reasonable price 
comparable to a ticket at Kansas City 
International Airport.

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BSU I Gladney wins Outstanding Senior award

BSU took home the top prize - the Clar- 
ence Wine Most Outstanding Council of 
the Year Award. 

"It was nervewracking" Ellis said. 
"When we won, it was such a relief. Ev- 
erybody came and congratulated us, and 
it just felt really good to win for the third 
time." 

K-State received the top honor at last 
year's conference as well as the 2006 con- 
ference. 

"It was exciting and kind of unbeliev- 
able," said Kristin Wilkes, senior in soci- 
ology and BSU delegate. "We do a lot of 
hard work throughout the year. It was def- 
initely stressful at times, and there were 
tensions at the end, but as a team, we all 
pulled together and brought home the tro- 
phy for the third year ... it was a great feel- 
ing." 

To get ready for the conference, Ellis 
said each participating organization con- 
structed a book documenting the mem- 
bers' promotion and support of multicul- 
turalism throughout the year. The K-State 
book included fliers from BSU events and 
fundraisers, letters from university offi- 
cials, including President Jon Wefald, and 
numerous student profiles in its 110 pag- 
es. 

Ellis said the K-State BSU also per- 
formed a skit at the conference parodying 
a newscast while depicting the organiza- 
tion's retention and volunteer activities. 

The participating schools' presenta- 



tions were judged along with their books 
by a panel to deem which Big 12 black stu- 
dent government had been most success- 
ful throughout the year. 

As the Most Outstanding Council, 
the K-State BSU received a trophy and a 
$1,000 scholarship package to further the 
organization. 

"Everyone really had a lot of school 
pride and spirit," said Careem Gladney, se- 
nior in finance and K-State BSU member. 
"We really wanted to make sure that we 
not only went [to the conference], but we 
were prepared and succeeded in the com- 
petition." 

Gladney, who has been involved in 
numerous leadership positions in many 
different organizations at K-State, also 
took home an individual award. He was 
named the Most Outstanding Senior in 
Big 12 black student government organi- 
zations. 

"It was definitely a surprise," he said of 
winning the award. "Realizing that it was 
open to the other 11 schools in the Big 
12 and realizing there were so many out- 
standing individuals, I was really proud to 
receive [an individual award] for K-State." 

As for the future of the K-State BSU, 
Ellis, Gladney and Wilkes all agree that 
the group will only get better. 

"I think our biggest [challenge] is get- 
ting more students to be a part of the BSU 
- all students on campus, not just black 
and minority students," Wilkes said. "But I 
think the future of BSU is only going to get 
stronger."
